The Placentia 
Library District Board 
of Trustees at their 
regular meeting, 
March 9, passed a 
motion to adopt and 
encourage the ISDOC 
(Independent Special 
Districts of Orange 
County) to also adopt 
the following position 
paper on property tax 
allocation: 

AB 8 - the law which 
implemented Proposi¬ 
tion - allowed a 
loophole in the 
distribution of 
property tax revenues 
in annexed areas. The 
County is planning to 
take advantage of this 
loophole by taking 
away from the special 
districts all of their 
annexation tax 
revenues and keeping 
them. 

For years past, 
special districts have* 
traditionally received 
a modest share in 
property tax revenues. 
In future years, they 
are expected to con¬ 
tinue to share these 
revenues. But for a 
period of 2V 2 years, 
from Jan. 1, 1978 to 
July 28, 1980, the 

property taxes in areas 
annexed to special 
districts will be paid to 
the County, not to the 
districts. This is the 
loophole allowed by the 
law. 


This means that 


special districts will 
have to invest heavily 
in facilities, equipment 
and people within 
these annexed areas to 
provide necessary 
services, but they will 
receive no tax 
revenues in return. 

The Independent 
Special Districts of 
Orange County protest 
this unjust action by 
the County! 

It is burdensome to 
our citizens because 
user charges will have 
to be levied to com¬ 
pensate for the loss of 
legitimate property 
tax revenues. 

It is inequitable, 
because property 
owners in the annexed 
areas will pay more 
than other people in 
the district who 
receive the identical 
services. 

It is discriminatory 
because neither the 
county, nor cities, nor 
school districts, nor 
any other local 
government has been 
deprived of these 
revenues - only special 
districts. 

It is unreasonable 
because the revenues 
are a very small 
percentage of the total 
property tax going to 
the county, but 
represents a major 
loss to the special 
districts.

Placentia Notebook 

by Cec Rospaw 


“A flesh and blood 
man in a plastic 
world...” 

Herb Caen, the 
chronicler of hap¬ 
penings in Bagdad-by- 
the-Bay made that 
statement about 
Walter Cronkite. 

ABC took out ads and 
John Chancellor paid 
his respect, on 
camera, to the man 
who probably has 
become the image for 
many Americans of 
what TV broadcast 
journalism should be. 

A local TV news 
editor talking to a 
group of high school 
students the other day 
said, “All good jour¬ 
nalism starts with 
writing.” And this was 
part of Cronkite’s 
strength. He got into 
radio and then into TV 
out of United Press 
where he learned how 
to cover and write and 
edit news. 

It is true that 
Cronkite has had 
impact on some of the 
news he has covered. 
He went to Vietnam, 
his perceptions shifted, 
and he said so, and 
President Lyndon 
Johnson started 
calling everyone he 
knew at CBS because 
now his problem was 
not with some then 
unknown reporters 
with names such as 
Halberstram of the 
New York Times (who 
later won a Pulitzer for 
his coverage), but with 
the man who was 
telling Americans 
“that’s the way it is” 
five nights a week. 

Later analysts of 
that rather un¬ 
fortunate, but un¬ 
forgotten part of 
American life and 
times, think that 
Cronkite’s shift in 
perception by going to 
Vietnam and reporting 
what he saw and what 
was happening was a 
key factor in what 
happened with and to 
American policy. 

In any case, he was a 
reporter, not a per¬ 
former, and probably 
had one of his finest 
hours during the hour- 
long interview with 
President Reagan 
during the final week 
he was on the air. Lots 
of information was 
given in a very warm 
interview, and it was 
well worth the time 
and effort for both 
those doing and those 
watching. 

Winston Churchill 
was straight out of 
Shakespeare and 
wrote and lived a life in 
a modern era which 
matched that written 
for leaders in an 
earlier time. 

There were hundeds 
of stories and legends 
about Churchill. One 
which we heard from a 


very reliable source 
concerned the first 
meeting between 
Churchill and Konrad 
Adenauer, the oc¬ 
togenarian who led the 
West Germans back to 
a position where they 
could control their own 
destiny after the fall of 
Nazi Germany and the 
occupation. 

Adenauer spoke no 
English; Churchill, no 
German. The con¬ 
versation was poking 
along, the story goes, 
as the translators were 
involvd and other 
hangers-on on both 
sides. Churchill sized 
up Adenaurer, 
grabbed a bottle of 
brandy, and the two 
adjourned to another 
room where they 
emerged arm-in-arm 
smilling with full 
agreement on ob¬ 
jectives reached in 
mutual conversation, 
leaving an empty 
bottle and some cigar 
ends behind. 

Reporters who 
covered Bonn in the 
early days of “Der 
Alte” said this is the 
way the first German 
Chancellor conserved 
his energy and fur¬ 
nished leadership. We 
pass along the 
suggestion just in case 
anyone in Washington 
who might find such 
advice helpful is 
listening. 

Adenauer lived 
across the river from 
Bonn (the capitol he 
selected and got 
passed on two 
questionable votes 
from Bavaria). He 
would always be up 
and about very early. 
He could be seen in his 
rose garden daily at 
dawn. Then with flags 
flying and sirens 
blaring, his big black 
Mercedes would be 
driven at high speed 
across the bridge and 
through the narrow 
streets of Bonn to the 
front entrance of the 
federal government 
offices. 

Each morning 
Adenauer’s entrance 
would be noisy and 
ceremonial and the 
Chancellor would greet 
workers as he slowly 
moved towards his 
office in the rear of the 
building. 

By this time few 
could have missed 
knowing that the 
Chancellor had arrived 
and part of the 
ceremony was to 
impress workers and 
hangers-on that the. 
“old man” came to the 
office each day and put 
in a full day’s work. 
What few knew was 
that as soon as he got 
inside his private of¬ 
fice he headed for a cot 
where he napped until 
noon while aides took 
care of official
